GOVERNOR CLAIMS 
“PRIMARY” A FACT 


Deneen and Advisers Believe 
Legislators Have Passed 


Oglesby Act in Spite 
of Selves, - 


TALK OF A COURT APPEAL 


State Executive May Ask Man- 
damus on Shurtleff if As- 
sembly Adjourns With- 
out Action. 


Gov. Deneen and hie friends in the general 
assembly raised a new issue in primary leg~ 
islation yesterday. They contend the legis- 
lators have done their work and do not know 
it, that the Oglesby direct primary bill 
has been passed, and now is an act of the leg- 
islature, lacking only the pennies: s signa- 
ture to become a law. 

This contention is based on the fact that the 
conference committee report was adopted 
a vote of 41 to 4 in the senate, and by a vote of 
83 to 84 in the house. It was given a two- 
thirds vote in the upper branch and 
| than a constitutional majority 
in the lower, although not a two-thirds vote. 

Speaker Shurtleff has ruled that the report, 
failing to receive 102 votes in the house, was 
not adopted, and that the bill was not paseed 
because of this failure. 

Gov. Deneen and his friends now contend 
the speaker's ruling is in error, that only 77 
votes were needed, that the report in secur- 
ing 88 votes was adopted, and that the legis- 
lature has given the state a direct primary 


law. 
May Avoid Court Fight. 

The only way in which the governor can 
make good his contention is by an appeal to 
the courts, and the methods of doing so and 
the results which might obtained are so 
much in doubt that Mr. Deneen and his ad- 
visers are uncertain whether to try them or 
not. There are political considerations which 
make it of questionable advisability to follow 
euch a course. 

Mr. Shurtleff has complete control of the 
bill. It cannot be laid before the governor 
until the speaker of the house and the pre- 
siding officer of the senate have signed it. So 
long as Mr. Shurtleff refuses to sign it the 
governor cannot get possession of it. 

It is the opinion of lawyers whom the gov- 
ernor has consulted that the speaker might 
be compelled by mandamus to sign a bill 
which had been passed properly. This duty 
is not legislative, being merely ministerial— 
little more than clerical. : 

While it is one of the minor processes 
through which a bill is ohjiged to go in be- 
coming a law, it occasionally becomes the 
means by which a presiding officer blocks a 
piece of legislation which hedislikes. Lieut. 
Gov. .Sherman as 
the senate held up the salary increase 
bill in thie fashion for over five 
months. There was talk of apply- 
ing for a mandamus to compel him to sign 
it, but the talk never developed anything but 
words, and finally the legislators got what 
they wanted by a legislative process. 


Main Issue Would Remain. 

Assuming Mr. Shurtleff could be compelled 
to perform a ministerial duty which is not 
legislative, there would remain the main 
issue of whether the bill was passed or not, 
and on this there is nothing much more tan- 
gible than a difference of opinion, without 
direct support from authorities. 

Gov. Deneen has been advised by law- 
yers a two-thirds vote was not necessary for 
the adoption of the report and that the bill 
has been passed. 

Mr. Shurtleff himself was of the opinion 
at first that a majority vote would be suffi- 


cient to adopt a conference committee report.

Shurtleff Changes Mind. 

There was no question that an amendment 
to an emergency bill could be adopted by a 
constitutional majority, or by the majority of 
a quorum, providing the amendment orig- 
inated in the house which was adopting it. 
Mr. Shurtleff first was of the opinion that 
a conference committee report was merely 
an amendment or series of amendments to 
the bill and could be adopted by majority 
vote. When he discovered a rule of par- 
Hiamentary | procedure providing that in 
emergency bills an amendment originating in 
one house required a two-thirds vote for 
its adoption in the other, he changed his 
mind and announced the Oglesby conference 
report would need 102 votes. When it failed 
to receive them Tuesday night he declared 
the report not adopted.

This theory assumes that if two-thirds of 
the house of representatives agreed an emer- 
gency exists for primary legislation that was 
suificient for the purposes of the emergency 
clause, and that thereafter seventy-seven 
votes were sufficient for the adoption of the 
particular kind of a bill which finally came 
out of conference. 

An emergency bill on second reading can be 
amended by the vote of the majority of a 


quorum, and it is the contention of the men 


who think the Oglesby bill has been passed 
that a conference committee report is merely 
an amendment to the origina! bill. 

The questions are new so far as present 
members of the legislature know, and there 
is abundant room for legal argument. It may 
be the legisiature has passed the Oglesby 
bill, and still further it may be that even if it 
has been passed it never will become a law 
of the state. 


Governor Tempted to Act. 

Gov. Deneen is not at all reconciled to the 
present condition of affairs with the legis- 
lature practically id recess until January. 
If he comes to the conclusion that no primary 
legislation can be expected of the general 
assembly he is apt to undertake to prove 
in court the law has been passed. 

The political inexpediency of such a course 
just now is apparent. The legislature is 
preparing to go ahead and make another 
trial at primary legislation, but ff the ques-

BECOMES VIOLENTLY INSANE 


Doubt Is Expressed That Woman Will 
Survive for Murder Trial. 


The widow of Michael Cassius McDonald, 
Mrs. Dora McDonald, awaiting trial for the 


killin of | Webster Guerin, became violently 
ay and twice attempted sui- 


cide, Two physicians, who finally succeeded 
in subduing the raving woman, said they 
entertained little hope of her ultimate re- 
covery. Unless she received the best of care, 
they added, she would not live to answer to 
the charge of murder. 

‘Shortly before noon Emil Feldman, Mrs. 
McDonald's brother, entered the home of 
his mother, Mrs. Martha Feldman, at 8680 
Calumet avenue, where Mrs. McDonald, un- 
der bonds, has been staying for some time. 
He smelled escaping gas. Tracing the fumes 
to the room of his sister, he knocked on the 
door. He got no reply, and then he broke 
open the door and found Mrs. McDonald 
lying across her bed, unconscious. 

Dr. George W. Hall and Dr. William 
Harsha were summoned, and after working 
over the unconscious woman for some time 
they partly succeeded in reviving her. No 
sooner had Mrs. McDonald realized her po- 
sition than she sprang, screaming, from the 
men who held her. 


shrieks “They Are Robbing Me!” 

Let me go!“ she cried. 
bing me, and I have no desire to live!’’ 

Before anybody could reach her, Mrs. Mc- 
Donald had thrown up the window of her 
room, which was on the second floor of the 
house, and was climbing on the window sill, 
evidently intending to spring to the street. 
Again the quick action of her brother pre- 
vented her from taking her life, and, after 
struggling with him and the physicians for 
some time, she was carried to the bed and 
subdued. 

Even after sedatives had been given, Mrs. 
McDonald screamed so continuously that a 
great crowd soon congregated about the 
house. The screams continued and the 
crowd grew until it was necessary to send 
a riot call to the Thirty-fifth street police 
station. A patrol wagon filled with police- 
men arrived and the crowds were dispersed. 


Says She Lacks for Bread. 

When she had become quieter Mrs. McDon- 
ald turned to Dr. Hall as if an explanation 
was necessary. 

I have tried to live through all of this in 


order. to clear my name from the unjust. 


charges that have been made against me, 
she said. ‘‘ My only wish has been that my 
child might not be compelled to live with this 
stigma attached to his name. But it is too 
much to expect ofa woman. Those who have 
everything which my husband left me have 
even taken the shelter from my head. I have 
not even a dress to wear. They will not give 
me so much as the bread necessary to keep 
me alive.” 

Then the woman again lapsed into a con- 
dition of semi-coma. Within a few moments 
her mood had changed again and she shouted 
to those about her to leave. She demanded 
that her attorney, Col. James Hamilton 
Lewis, be summoned at once. 

After a consultation with the members of 
the family the physicians decided to send the 
suffering woman to the home of her sister, 
Mrs. Richard Vaughan, wife of City Build- 
ing Inspector Vaughan, 50 Warren avenue. 
This was done, Emil Feldman, Dr. Harsha, 
Dr. Hall, and Miss Beck, a trained nurse, 
accompanying her.

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DUPED BY BURLESQUE CHECKS’ 


Merchants Swindled by Imita- 
tions of Clearing House Money 


POLICE MAY SUPPRESS THEM. 


Supposed Humor of Maker Is Serious 
Annoyance to the Public. 


Upon recommendation of the Clearing 
House association Mayor Busse will take 
steps today to suppress a vicious form of 
burlesque currency that is being circulated 
in imitation of clearing house checke. A 
number of frauds have been perpetrated 
with the fake checks, and it is the intention 
of the administration not only to put a stop 
to their circulation, but to prosecute persons 
who have used them for swindling purposes. 

Advertisements of the Chicago Daily So- 
cialist are printed on the back of some of the 
“fake” checks, ‘“‘Indorsed by workers,” 
etc. 

While not counterfeits or forgeries, the 
„checks bear a close resemblance to the 
clearing house checks now in use as currency 
throughout the city. In a number of in- 
stances reported to the bankers’ committee 
persons who failed to examine the paper 
slips closely have accepted them as money. 

James B. Forgan, chairman of the clearing 
house committee, called the attention of 
Mayor Busse to the frauds, and asked that 
steps be taken to suppress the nuisance and 
punish the offenders. The mayor said he 
would instruct Chief of Police Shippy to 
act at once on the recommendation. 


Merchants Deceived by Them. 


Members of the clearing house committee 
have been investigating these alleged 
humorous fakes for several days. One 
banker found a tobacconist who was willing 
to accept one of the fakes in payment for a 
cigar and who was tendering the change 
when the banker pointed out the deception.

On investigation it was found that 
most of the checks were printed by the 
Coh Spring Card company and the Hight 
Manufacturing company, both at 2626 Cot- 
tage Grove avenue. Drug and souvenir card 
stores are selling them. 


Samples Sent to the Mayor. 


Mr. Forgan inclosed in his letter to the 
mayor several samples of the imitation 
„ checke. They are phrased in a wouldbe 
humorous style and are put out as jokes, but 
at this particular time when the public has 
been more or less confused by the various 
substitutes for cash, the bankers consider 
the idea anything but humorous. The head- 
ings of three of the fake checks selected at 
random are: 

„ National Cleaning House association.“ 

„Bankers Dream association.” 

„ American Lemon House association.” 

One style is printed in blue colors closely 
resembling the true certificates with the 
square box at the left containing such 
phrases as Free pass good at any depot 
to watch the trains pull out,” “In God we 
Trust; in Banks we Bust,” This Check fs 
Good for 81.000 in your Imagination.“ 

Another style bears a line of small red type 
along its border stating “ Check payable only 
through the association of Imaginary Imagi- 
mation, and must be collected through your 
mind,” and still another “ Maybe you get it 
and mayt? you don’t.” One kind is signed 
„ Hinkey Dink, president.” One is drawn on 
the Universal Bunco Bank of America,” 
another on the “Last Rational Bank of 
Trust Me Not.” The fakes are in various 
denominations from $1 up. 


Police May Suppress Them. 


As the “ checks” are neither counterfeits 
nor forgeries, there is some doubt as to the 
authority of the chief of police to suppress 
their circulation. It is likely, however. that 
on account of the unusual business situation 
requiring the use of a substitute currency 
the mayor will take the position that the 
suppression of the burlesqué lies within the 
province of police powers.

Miss Susie Peirce Run Down on 
Track at La Grange Station. 


HURRYING TO CATCH A TRAIN 


Expected by Friends at Thanksgiving 
Feast at Downers Grove. 


On the way to have Thanksgiving dinner 
with friends at Downers Grove, Miss Susie 
Peirce, 27 years old, stepped in front of a 
Burlington train at La Grange at noon yes- 
terday and was killed instantly. Miss Peirce 
lived in Chicago and for five years had been 
an employé of the Franco-American Hysi- 
ente company, Thirteenth street and Indi- 
ana avenue. 

The young woman left the city early in 
the morning and visited friends at La 
Grange, Then she sought to go to Downers 
Grove, where she was to dine. 

She purchased her ticket at the Burlington 
station and started across the tracks to the 
north platform to get the west bound train, 
then due. A freight car standing just east 
of the crossing hid a view of the track from 
Miss Peirce, and ae she reached the center 
of the track she was struck by the n she 
sought to take. 

Her head was crushed and death was in- 
stantaneous. Although the accident oc- 
curred right in front the station, there 
were few witnesses to it. A line of box cars 
standing on a side track blocked the view 
of persons on the platforms. 

It was said that the gates at the crossing 
were down when Miss Peirce started across 
in her hurry to catch the train. 

The body was removed to Benton's morgue, 
where it was held until the arrival of a sis- 
ter, Miss Harriet Peirce, 126 Cass street. 
It will be taken today to Valparaiso, Ind., 
where Miss Peirce and her sister formerly 
resided and where their mother now lives. 
Their father has been ill for some time with 
a mental aMiiction, and is in a sanitarium at 
Logansport. 


SIX MEN CARRY 100 POUND

Endurance Contest at Kankakee Sends 
One to a Hospital and Forty-one to 
the Grass.

Tragedy and Carries It Out 
on Thanksgiving Morn. 


| HAD LOST MONEY LATELY 


Woman Had Prepared Several 
Pleasing Surprises for the 
Day’s Feast.

of health, rose from his bed in his apartment 
on the tenth floor of the Hotel Belleciair, at 
Broadway and West Seventy-seventh street, 
some time early this morning and shot his 
wite twice through the head with a revolver. 
her bloody face with a 
climbing out of the window 
stone ledge that runs about 
the building, he took a wild plunge into the 
darkness ten stories down to the hard strect 
pavement below. 

Whitley did this thing on the eve of a com- 
ich his wife 
had planned for Thanksgiving. She had 
bought flowers in the afternoon to cheer the 
sick man. Nuts and bags of oranges were 
stowed away in bureau drawers to be 
brought out as a surprise today, as one hides 
children’s toys on the eve of Christmas. 

Finds Blue Blur on Pavement. 

It was about 8:30 o'clock when George | 
Preston, a cab driver, saw a blue blur on'the 
street near the curb. Preston got off his 
seat and found a semblance of 4 man, hor- 
ribly distorted, clad only in blue silk pa- 


amas, 

The cabman found Policeman Cavanaugh 
and the body was removed to the police sta- 
tion. The police, after communk ating with 
the coroner’s office, started an investigation. 
When the night superintendent of the hotel 


‘and policemen came to suite 142 on the tenth 


floor the hotel they received no answer 
to repeated knocking and forced the door. 
Then they found the body of Mrs. Whitley. 
The woman was lying near the edge of che 
bed upon her arm as naturally as if in sleep. 
There was a bullet wound through her left 
eye and another through her mouth, ranging 


f upward into the brain. Either of the shots 


would have produced instant death. The 


‘bathrobe had been drawn over her face. 


Plans Tragedy with Deliberation. 

There are evidences that Whitley had 
planned his deed. A tag found in his room 
with the mark of a Broadway gunsmith 
upon it led the police to discover that on 
Tuesday Whitley had purchased a revolver 
and a box of cartridges. Then it was only 
the day before the tragedy that he requested 
the manager of the hotel to allow him to 
remove from the apartments he and his wife 
were occupying on the sixth floor to those 
on the tenth floor. 

When Corner Harburger took charge of the 
case early this morning he found a letter 
among the dead man’s effects from J. E. 
Bryant, 1524 Chestnut street, Philadelphia, 
the tenor of which was that the writer was 
sorry that $2,500 worth of stock Whitley 
held in the Independence Gold Mining com- 
pany practically was valueless, and offering 
to exchange stocks of other mines for those 
Whitley held. Coroner Harburger also 
found a bank book on the Franklin Trust 
company of Brooklyn showing Whitley had 
drawn out the last dollar of his account with 
that institution recently. 

Had Lost Money During Flurry. 

Frederick C. Seaman of 120 Broadway, who 
has been Whitley's attorney for some time, 
said that althougn his client had suffered 
some because of the recent financial flurry 
his means, which were large, were not so 
impaired as to have prompted despondency.

Whitley was born in Brooklyn, and all 
his business life was spent there. He was 
one of the first to manufacture steam ven- 
tilators, and later he turned his attention 
to other building patents. The wife he killed 
was his second. She had been Miss Logan, a 
trained nurse.

Plans for new and comfortable quarters 


Court building will be taken up in earnest 
| next Monday at the meeting of the commit- 
tee on jail and criminal court of the county 
board, ; 
| Work on this much needed reform has 
{ Gragged along nearly a year without much 
being done beyond drawing plans for the 
reconstruction of the upper floor of the north 
side court building. President Busse, how- 
, announced yesterday the subject would 
be given immediate attention. 

He said money for the work probably 
would be forthcoming when the various 
committees, including the finance commit- 
tee, begin their sessions next week. The 
size of the appropriation would not be 
known, he said, until the finance committee 
completed the county budget for the year. 

From present indications, he said, it may 
be held necessary to abandon a part of the 
plans, made at great expense by the county 
architect. The plans contemplated the con- 
struction of a modern kitchen, bathrooms, 
gymnasiums, and. parlors for the comfort 
of jurors in addition to sleeping quarters: 


‘Asks for Old Courtroom. 

State’s Attorney John J. Healy has put 
in a request to the county board asking that 
the old Probate courtroom be left intact 
to be used as an gdditional Criminal court- 
room. Should this request be granted by the 
county board, and President Busse said in all 
probability it would be, it means there will 
be only su ufficient space for a few sleeping 
rooms for ‘jurors. 

The jurors would have to be taken out for 
their meals, and the present cumbersome and 
antiquated system of treating free citizens 
serving on juries would be continued. 

„We shall take up the question of jury 
quarters immediately.“ said Mr. Busse. 
After the budget has been made up we shall 
know how much money will be at our dis- 
posal for jury quarters. 


Opposes Kitchen Plan. 

“Whether we can carry out the plan out- 
lined by the county architect seems doubtful 
at the present time. We will do the best we 
can, however, and provide comfortable sleep- 
ing quarters for the jurors. I don't believe we 
can install a kitchen. That plan is a little 
too elaborate. 

“It appears to be necessary to keep the old 
probate court room for criminal business. 

We can feed the jurors just as weil in 
some hotel in tht neighborhood. With good, 
comfortable sleeping quarters on the top floor 
and assured of good, wholesome food the 
jurors should have no complaint to make 
against their treatment.“ 

“Will the jurors be taken to some good 
downtown hotel for their meals?“ President 
Busse was asked. — 

No, that isn’t necessary,.“ he answered. 
There are several good places in the vicinity 
of the Criminal court building. It would be 
too expensive and consume too much time to 
take the juries downtown every day.“ 


Difficult to Raise Standard. 

The possibility of raising the standard of 
juries will be remote, it is said, as the result 
of continuing to feed them at the old places, 
which have led many to evade jury service. 
The complaint has been that the food served 
at those places has been unfit to eat. 

** Jurors ought to be given first class quar- 
ters, said Judge Albert C. Barnes. The 
way to get first class men to serve on juries 
is to give them the best possible treatment.“ 

“I can see no objection to fitting up jurors’ 

quarters on the upper floor of the Criminal 
Court building,’’ said Judge Farlin Q. Ball. 
“It ought to be done, both for the comfort of 
the men serving on juries and as matter of 
economy to the county. The time that now 
is wasted in taking them back and forth to 
the hotels would he saved and the comfort 

of the men increased.’’

He saw the fugitive crawling along the 
roof and fired three shots, one of which took 
effect. 

Lewis then went to a telephone and called 
up the desk sergeant at the Maxwell street 
station and told him he had shot a burglar. 
A patrol wagon and an ambulance were sent. 

The body lay all day at the county morgue 
unidentified. Detectives from west side sta- 
tions were sent to the morgue to identify 
him, but none knew him. The police descrip- 
tion is as follows: 

About 28 years old, 5 feet 8 inches tall, 
weight about 160 pounds, dark hair and 
complexion, short black mustache, wore a 
black sack coat, black jean trousers, blue 
shirt with white bone buttons, and a soft 
black hat.

Im this 
hope Mrs. Ryan asked Superintendent of 
Streets and Alleys Sloan to interrogate the 
drivers of the ward wagons, but me never 
heard from them. 

Mrs. Ryan did not miss the jewelry until 
she arrived near New York City. She opened 
her handbag, into which she believed she 
had placed the box just before she left her 
home, and to her surprise failed to find them. 
When she reached her destination she at 
once opened her trunk in the hope that they 
were there, bat that search also was una- 
vailing. Then for the first time she sus- 
pected a theft and notified the New York 
police, but failed to tell them that she sus- 
pected the porter of the train.

Effort Will Be Made to Compel Dealers 
to Label Cans Either “Artificial” or 
“Imitation.”

Milk dealers selling “doctored” skim 
milk for buttermilk soon will be compelled 
to label thefr cans and bottles either ‘‘artifi- 
cial” or imitation if the plans of the 
Illinois food commission are carried through. 

„When this mixture Is called buttermilk,” 
said H. E. Schuknecht, assistent state food 
commissioner, it is misbranded. We shall 
take the matter up with a view to compelling 
the dealers handling the stuff to label it either 
artificial or ‘ imitation.’ 

I am going to make sure what the stuff is. 
If it is artificial it must contain the same 
chemical substance as the genuine butter- 
milk. If it is imitation it is made to look like 
and taste like buttermilk without possessing 
the constituent elements of real buttermilk. 
It is certainly not buttermilk.”’ 

Following is the section of the city milk 
ordinanee regarding the sale of impure or 
adulterated buttermilk: 

Should any such buttermilk, however, be sold 
or offered for sale in the city, or be in the cus- 
tody or possession of any person or corporation 
in the city with the intent of selling or offering 
for sale the same, which is not the product of 
pure and wholesome milk, or which is impure or 
adulterated, such person or corporation shall be 
fined not less than $5 nor more than 3200 for 
each offense. ,

SNOW GEESE’ HOAX GOTHAM 


How W. E. D. Stokes Gets the 
Laugh on Naturalists. ° 


PUTS HYBRIDS IN PARK POND 


Note to Scientists Brings Opinion That 
They Are Real Arctic Types.

New York, Nov. 28.—[Special.]—Three 
strange geese have taken up their habitation 
in the swan -pond near Central park and have 
interested wise naturalists of this ‘ city. 
Snow geese is the park’s official name for 
them. Snow geese are plentiful in the frozen 
north and occasionally migrate tothe United 
States. Few have been captured, as they are 
wary of traps. 

The Central park triplets have received 
their Official classification and the visits of 
Prof. Miller of the American Museum of 

Natural History with high bred nonchalance, 


The geese are squat, unlovely creatures, and 
their wings are tipped with black. 
Calls Them Native Arctics. 

Prof... Miller, who assists Prof. Allen in 
the ornithological department of the Mu- 
seum of Natural History, visited the three 
geese in company with a reporter. Prof. 
Miller said: 

“Those are snow geese, native arctics. 
Sometimes they migrate as far south as the 
Carolinas. They are unusual in captivity. I 
have no ‘dea how they come to be in Central 
park. They are not as rare as the Labrador 
duck and the great auk, but they are nice 
additions to the Central park collection. I 
doubt if they will mate in captivity.” 


Stokes Tells of Joke. 


While the geese are engaging the serious 
attention of scientists, W. E. D. Stokes looks 
upon the “‘snow geese as the best hoax 
since Brian G. Hughes fooled the cat show 
judges with an alley cat. Mr. Stokes said 
today: 

I put those three crazy birds in Central 
park myself. I wanted to see how much they 
would interest scientists, so I stirred them 
up by arlonymous inquiries. In the spring of 
1906 I stopped at Homer Davenport's fn Mor- 
ristown. I saw these geese, and he told me 
about mating his Egyptian goose with a wild 
duck which had been trapped in Winnipeg 
and given to him. Iasked him to let me have 
these birds to turn loose secretly in Central 
park. And so I brought them to New York 
in my motor car and I carried the hybrid 
geese to the brink of the swan pond. Then 
we went away. I wrote a note to Prof. Allen 
and inquired gravely about the arctic geese, 
which were to be seen in Central park. I 
don't blame scientists for being puzzled. A 
union of duck and goose is unusual. The so-

Stone. Our hope was not unreasonable. 
Even in the darkest days of the last few 
weeks we never gave up hope: Today we 
may be thankful to God. : 

There are many reasons why we may be 
thankful for many things that we have not. 
We can be thankful that we as a people have 
not been holding back in those things that 
make a nation great and good. There is 
much good inthis world. There is more good 
than evil in Chicago. We have been passing 
through trying days in the last few weeks; 
perhaps few of us know how serious they 
were. The wise and efficient way in which 
our bankers have obtained control of this 
situation must appeal to us all. 

At such a time there are always those 
that are looking for the causes that con- 
tribute to such a condition. I do not think 
there is any one cause to which this trouble 
can be ascribed. It is a combination of 
causes. It will take more thinking than has 
yet been given the subject to discover the 
cause. 

Praise Given to Roosevelt. 

It seems to me the most foolish of all is to 
say that the president of the United States 
is responsible for this condition. If the pres- 
ident or any one else could foresee what 
was coming that does not make him respon- 
sible. As well tell the physician he is re- 
sponsible for the disease which he discovers. 

The physician does not make the disease. 
Men may talk against the president of: the 
United States, but the whole world some time 


I know his greatness. 

There is much nearer home for us to be 
thankful for today. We have a board of 
health that is doing its duty. People should 
be proud of that board. If it can gave one 


has done so much that it deserves our hearty 
support. 

There is another board that is doing its 
duty—the board of education. There is no 
one more thankful than I am that this board 
is controlled by common sense. Whata child 
needs is common sense teaching. I would 
be glad to have the child taught its duty to 
God. I wish there could be religious teach- 
ing, but there are a great many people who 
think otherwise. I wish that the bible could 
be used in the school. But we should be 
thankful for the good work that this board is 


doing. 
Improved Police Force. 


“There can be no question that the city 
has improved in the protection that is af- 
forded the people in thestreets. Three years 
ago I was one who called upon the citizens 
to organize for their own protection. You 
can now go down the streets with a sense of 
security which you did not have three—no, 
two—years ago. 

„A word about the closing of the Sunday 
saloons. This is not a simple question. My 
sympathies are all with the movement. 
However, I am not sure but there are two 
sides to this matter. My heart aches be- 
cause of the suffering that comes because of 
saloons. I believe the people that broke the 
bonds of the black people in the south should 
see that these employés who work seven days 
in the week should have one day of rest in 
the week. There are difficulties in the way. 
The law, it is said, has become obsolete be- 
eause it has not been enforced for so many 
years. Now, this is to be decided by the 
courts, and in them we have full confidence. 

J do not blame the mayor iu this matter.

DINNER GUEST KILLED ON WAY 


Miss Susie Peirce Run Down on 
Track at La Grange Station. 


HURRYING TO CATCH A TRAIN 


Feast at Downers Grove. 


On the way to have Thanksgiving dinner 
with friends at Downers Grove, Miss Susie 
Peirce, 27 years old, stepped in front of a 
Burlington train at La Grange at noon yes- 
terday and was killed instantly. Miss Peirce

The young woman left the city early in 
the morning and visited friends at La 
Grange.

A freight car standing just east 
of the crossing hid a view of the track from 
Miss Peirce, and ae she reached the center 
of the track she was struck by the train she 
sought to take. | 

Her head was crushed and death was in- 
stantaneous. Although the accident oc- 
curred right in front of the station, there 
were few witnesses to it. A line of box cars 
standing on a side track blocked the view 
of persons on the platforms. 

It was said that the gates at the crossing 
were down when Miss Peirce started across 
in her hurry to catch the train. 

The body was removed to Benton's morgue, 
where it was held until the arrival of a sis- 
ter, Miss Harriet Peirce, 126 Cass street.

| HAD LOST MONEY LATELY 


Woman Had Prepared Several 
Pleasing Surprises for the 
Day’s Feast.

New York, Nov. 28.—[Special.]—John 
Whitley, a retired manufacturer of Brook- 
lyn, who has been many months in search 
of health, rose from his bed in his apartment 


on the tenth floor of the Hotel Belleclair, at 


Broadway and West Seventy-seventh street, 
Some time early this morning and shot ris 
wife twice through the head with a revolver. 
Then he screened her bloody face with a 
bathrobe and, climbing out of the window 
on to a narrow stone ledge that runs about 
the building, he took a wild plunge into the 
darkness ten stories down to the hard strect 
pavement below. | ; 

Whitley did this thing on the eve of a com- 
fortable little home festival which his wife 
had planned for Thanksgiving. She had 
bought flowers in the afternoon to cheer the 
sick man. Nuts and bags of oranges were 
stowed away in bureau drawers to be 
brought out as a surprise today, as one hides 
children’s toys on the eve of Christmas. 


Finds Blue Blur on Pavement. 


It was about 8:30 o'clock when George 
Preston, a cab driver, saw a blue blur onthe 
street near the curb. Preston got off his 
seat and found a semblance of 4 man, hor- 
ribly distorted, clad only in blue silk pa- 


amas. 

The cabman found Policeman Cavanaugh 
and the body was removed to the police sta- 
tion. The police, after communk ating with 
the coroner’s office, started an investigation. 
When the night superintendent of the hotel 
‘and policemen came to suite 142 on the tenth 
floor of the hotel they received no answer 
to repeated knocking and forced the door. 
Then they found the body of Mrs. Whitley. 

The woman was lying near the edge of che 
bed upon her arm as naturally as if in sleep. 
There was a bullet wound through her left 
eye and another through her mouth, ranging 
upward into the brain. Either of the shots 
would have produced instant death. The 
bathrobe had been drawn over her face. 

Plans Tragedy with Deliberation. 

There are evidences that Whitley had 
planned his deed. A tag found in his room 
with the mark of a Broadway gunsmith 
upon it led the police to discover that on 
Tuesday Whitley had purchased a revolver 
and a box of cartridges. Then it was only 
the day before the tragedy that he requested 
the manager of the hotel to allow him to 
remove from the apartments he and his wife 
were occupying on the sixth floor to those 
on the tenth floor. 

When Corner Harburger took charge ot the 
case early this morning he found a letter 
among the dead man’s effects from J. E. 
Bryant, 1524 Chestnut street, Philadelphia, 
the tenor of which was that the writer was 
sorry that $2,500 worth of stock Whitley 
held in the Independence Gold Mining com- 
pany practically was valueless, and offering 
to exchange stocks of other mines for those 
Whitley held. Coroner Harburger also 
found a bank book on the Franklin Trust 
company of Brooklyn showing Whitley had 
drawn out the last dollar of his account with 
that institution recently. 

Had Lost Money During Flurry. 

Frederick C. Seaman of 120 Broadway, who 
has been Whitley’s attorney for some time, 
said that althougn his client had suffered 
some because of the recent financial flurry 
his means, which were large, were not so 
impaired as to have prompted despondency. 
Seaman assigned as the cause of his act 
long sickness and excessive nervousness. 

Whitley was born in Brooklyn, and. all 
his business life was spent there. He was 
one of the first to manufacture steam ven- 
tilators, and later he turned his attention 
to other bullding patents. The wife he killed 
was his second. She had been Miss Logan, a 
trained nurse. 

Jury Asks That Man Be Hanged. 

Beatrice, Neb., Nov. 28.—The jury which 
heard the case against R. Meade Shumway, 
charged with the murder of Mrs. Sarah 
Martin near Adams on the afternoon of Sept. 
8, this afternoon found the defendant guilty 
and recommended that the court sentence 
Shumway to khang. The crime for which 
Shumway was convicted was one of the 
most atrocious ever perpetrated in this part 
of the state. Mrs. Martin was the wife of 
Shumway’s employer, who was left alone 
with the man while her husband was at a 
primary election. The husband discovered 
the mutilated body of his wife\on his return 
to the farm. Shumway was- missing, to- 
gether with about $200 in cash.

Plans for new and comfortable quarters 
for jurors on the top floor of the Criminal 
Court building will be taken up in earnest 
next Monday at the meeting of the commit- 
tee on jail and criminal court of the county 
board.

| Work on this much needed reform has 


being done beyond drawing plans for the 
reconstruction of the upper floor of the north 
side court building. President Busse, how- 
ever, announced yesterday the subject would 
be given immediate attention. 

He said money for the work probably 
would be forthcoming when the various 
committees, including the finance commit- 
tee, begin their sessions next week. The 
size of the appropriation would not be 
known. he said, until the finance committee 
completed the county budget for the year. 

From present indications, he said, it may 
be held necessary to abandon a part of the 
plans, made at great expense by the county 
architect. The plans contemplated the con- 
struction of a modern kitchen, bathrooms, 
gymnasiums, and parlors for the comfort 
of jurors in addition to sleeping quarters.

‘Asks for Old Courtroom. 

State’s Attorney John J. Healy has put 
in a request to the county board asking that 
the old Probate courtroom be left intact 
to be used as an gdditional Criminal court- 
room. Should this request be granted by the 
county board, and President Busse said in all 
probability it would be, it means there will 
be only sufficient space for a few sleeping 
rooms for ‘jurors. 

The jurors would have to be taken out for 
their meals, and the present cumbersome and 
antiquated system of treating free citizens 
serving on juries would be continued. 

„We shall take up the question of jury 
quarters immediately,” said Mr. Busse. 
After the budget has been made up we shall 
know how much money will be at our dis- 
posal for jury quarters. 


Opposes Kitchen Plan. 

Whether we can carry out the plan out- 
lined by the county architect seems doubtful 
at the present time. We will do the best we 
can, however, and provide comfortable sleep- 
ing quarters for the jurors. I don't believe we 
can install a kitchen. That plan is a little 
too elaborate. 

“It appears to be neceasary to keep the old 
probate court room for criminal business. 

„We can feed the jurors just as weil in 
some hotel in thb neighborhood. With good, 
comfortable sleeping quarters on the top floor 
and assured of good, wholesome food the 
jurors should have no complaint to make 
against their treatment.“ 

“Will the jurors be taken to some good 
downtown hotel for their meals? President 
Busse was asked. — 

No, that isn't necessary.“ he answered. 
„There are several good places in the vicinity 
of the Criminal court building. It would be 
too expensive and consume too much time to 
take the juries downtown every day.”’ 


Difficult to Raise Standard. 

The possibility of raising the standard of 
juries will be remote, it is said, as the result 
of continuing to feed them at the old places, 
which have led many to evade jury service. 
The complaint has been that the food served 
at those places has been unfit to eat. 

‘* Jurors ought to be given first class quar- 
ters, said Judge Albert C. Barnes. The 
way to get first class men to serve on juries 
is to give them the best possible treatment.“ 

**I can see no objection to fitting up jurors’ 
quarters on the upper floor of the Criminal 
Court building,’’ said Judge Farlin Q. Ball. 
It ought to be done, both for the comfort of 
the men serving on juries and as matter of 
economy to the county.

He saw the fugitive crawling along the 
roof and fired three shots, one of which took 
effect. 

Lewis then went to a telephone and called 
up the desk sergeant at the Maxwell street 
station and told him he had shot a burglar. 
A patrol wagon and an ambulance were sent. 

The body lay all day at the county morgue 
unidentified. Detectives from west side sta- 
tions were sent to the morgue to identify 
him, but none knew him. The police descrip- 
tion is as follows: 

About 28 years old, 5 feet 8 inches tall, 
weight about 160 pounds, dark hair and 
complexion, short black mustache, wore a 
black sack coat, black jean trousers, blue 
shirt with white bone buttons, and a soft 
black hat.

What makes the loss more poignant is the 
fact that a neckchain made of 198 nuggets 
of virgin gold, a present from a mining friend 
to Mr. Ryan, and perhaps the only article of 
its kind in the world, is among the missing 
jewels. 

Mrs. Ryan does not know how the jewels 
disappeared. She thinks they were either 
taken from her home by a messenger boy, 
that she inadvertently left alone for a few 
moments, or that the porter on the train on 
which she rode to New x1 ork took them. 


Search Is Made in Vain. 

It is possible also, she thinks, that the 
maid threw the box in which they were kept 
into the garbage can by mistake. Im this 
hope Mrs. Ryan asked Superintendent of 
Streets and Alleys Sloan to interrogate the 
drivers of the ward wagons, but she never 
heard from them. 

Mrs. Ryan did not miss the jewelry until 
she arrived near New York City. She opened 
her handbag, into which she believed she 
had placed the box just before she left her 
home, and to her surprise failed to find them. 
When ‘she reached her destination she at 
once opened her trunk in the hope that they 
were there, büt that search also was una- 
vailing. Then for the first time she sus- 
pected a theft and notified the New York 
police, but failed to tell them that she sus- 
pected the porter of the train.

„% When this mixture is called buttermilk,” 
said H. E. Schuknecht, assistant state food 
commissioner, it Is misbranded. We shall 
take the matter up with a view to compelling 
the dealers handling the stuff to label it either 
‘ artificial ’ or ‘ imitation.’ 

IJ am going to make sure what the stuff is. 
If it is artificial it must contain the same 
chemical substance as the genuine butter- 
milk. If it is imitation it is made to look like 
and taste like buttermilk without possessing 
the constituent elements of real buttermilk. 
It is certainly not buttermilk.” 

Following is the section of the city milk 
ordinance regarding the sale of impure or 
adulterated buttermilk: 

Should any such buttermilk, however, de sold 
or offered for sale in the city, or be in the cus- 
tody, or possession of any person or corporation 
in the city with the intent of selling or offering 
for sale the same, which is not the product of 
pure and wholesome milk, or which is impure or 
adulterated, such person or corporation shal) be 
fined not less than $6 nor more than 3200 for 
each offense. :

But this evening he did not return. His rel- 
atives believed he had gone to visit friends 
and the next day would appear.

SNOW GEESE’ HOAX GOTHAM 


How W. E. D. Stokes Gets the 
Laugh on Naturalists. ° 


PUTS HYBRIDS IN PARK POND 


Note to Scientists Brings Opinion That 
They Are Real Arctic Types. 


~*~ 


New York, Nov. 28.—[Special.]—Three 
strange geese have taken up their habitation 
in the swan -pond near Central park and have 
interested wise naturalists of this city. 
Snow geese is the park’s official name for 
them. Snow geese are plentiful in the frozen 
north and occasionally migrate tothe United 
States. Few have been captured, as they are 
wary of traps. 

The Central park triplets have received 
their official classification and the visits of 
Prof. Miller of the American Museum of 
Natural History with high bred nonchalance, 


The geese are squat, unlovely creatures; and 
their wings are tipped with black. 


Calls Them Native Arctics. 

Prof... Miller, who assists Prof. Allen in 
the .ornithological department of the Mu- 
seum of Natural History, visited the three 
geese in company with a reporter. Prof. 
Miller said: 

“Those are snow geese, native arctics. 
Sometimes they migrate as far south as the 
Carolinas. They are unusual in captivity. I 
have no ‘dea how they come to be in Central 
park. They are not as rare as the Labrador 
duck and the great auk, but they are nice 
additions to the Central park collection. I 
doubt if they will mate in captivity.” 


Stokes Tells of Joke. 


While the geese are engaging the serious 
attention of scientists, W. E. D. Stokes looks 
upon the snow geese as the best hoax 
since Brian G. Hughes fooled the cat show 
judges with an alley cat. Mr. Stokes said 
today: 

I put those three crazy birds in Central 
park myself. I wanted to see how much they 
would interest scientists, so I stirred them 
up by anonymous inquiries. In the spring of 
1906 I stopped at Homer Davenport's in Mor- 
ristown. I saw these geese, and he told me 
about mating his Egyptian goose with a wild 
duck which had been trapped in Winnipeg 
and given to him. Iasked him to let me have 
these birds to turn loose secretly in Central 
park. And so I brought them to New York 
in my motor car and I carried the hybrid 
geese to the brink of the swan pond. Then 
we went away. I wrote a note to Prof. Allen 
and inquired gravely about the arctic geese, 
which were to be seen in Central park. I 
don’t blame scientists for being puzzled. A 
union of duck and goose is unusual. The so- 
called ‘ snow, geese are poultry mules. They 
can’t breed.“

New York, Nov. 28.—Announcement of a bit 
of fine heroism and fortitude on the part of 
the Rev. Dr. John Lewis Clark of Brooklyn, 
who married William Ellis Corey and Ma- 
belle Gilman last summer, was made today.

Foreign critics said the American people 
were inspired by a hope that was uncon- 
querable and unreasonable during. the first 
days of our financial trouble,” said Dr. 
Stone. Our hope was not unreasonable. 
Even in the darkest days of the last few 
weeks we never gave up hope: Today we 
may be thankful to God. ‘ 

There are many reasons why we may be 
thankful for many things that we have not. 
We can be thankful that we as a people have 
not been holding back in those things that 
make a nation great and good. There is 
much good inthis world. There is more good 
than evil in Chicago. We have been passing 
through trying days in the last few weeks; 
perhaps few of us know how serious they 
were. The wise and efficient way in which 
our bankers have obtained control of this 
situation must appeal to us all. 

At such a time there are always those 
that are looking for the causes that con- 
tribute to such a condition. I do not think 
there is any one cause to which this trouble 
can be ascribed. It is a combination of 
causes. It will take more thinking than has 
yet been given the subject to discover the 
cause. 

Praise Given to Roosevelt. 

“It seems to me the most foolish of all is to 
say that the president of the United States 
is responsible for this condition. If the pres- 
ident or any one else could foresee what 
was coming that does not make him respon- 
sible. As well tell the physician he is re- 
sponsible for the disease which he discovers.

than any other. I recognize his faults, but 
I know his greatness. 

There ils much nearer home for us to be 
thankful for today. We have a board of 
health that ts doing its duty. People should 
be proud of that board. If it can save one 
little child by its care of the milk supply it 
has done so much that it deserves our hearty 
support. 

“There is another board that is doing its 
duty—the board of education. There is no 
one more thankful than I am that this board 
is controlled by common senee. What a child 
needs is common sense teaching. I would 
be glad to have the child taught its duty to 
God. I wish there could be religious teach- 
ing, but there are a great many people who 
think otherwise. I wish that the bible could 
be used in the school. But we should be 
thankful for the good work that this board is 
doing. 

Improved Police Force. 


“There can be no question that the city 
has improved in the protection that is af- 
forded the people in the streets. Three years 
ago I was one who called upon the oltizens 
to organize for their own protection. You 
can now go down the streets with a sense of 
security which you did not have three—no, 
two—years ago. 

„A word about the closing of the Sunday 
saloons. This is not a simple question. My 
sympathies are all with the movement. 
However, I am not sure but there are two 
sides to this matter. My heart aches be- 
cause of the suffering that comes because of 
saloons. I believe the people that broke the 
bonds of the black people in the south should 
see that these employés who work seven days 
in the week should have one day of rest in 
the week. There are difficulties in the way, 
The law, it is said, has become obsolete be- 
cause it has not been enforced for so many 
years. Now, this is to be decided by the 
courts, and in them we have full confidence. 

I do not blame the mayor in this matter. 
He has done all he could do to bring the city 
up toa better plane. I believein his sincerity. 
I do not know him personally. I do not 
know personally any of the persons I have 
mentioned this morning. But I believe in 
fair play. The thing that impresses me to- 
day is that we are struggling, striving, work- 
ing with these conditions. That is some- 


thing for which we should be thankful.”

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MOORS INVADE FRENCH LAND 


Hard Battle Is Fought with the 
Garrison at Bab-El-Rassa. 


PARIS STIRRED BY NEWS. 


Newspapers Insist Frontier Is Not 
Well Enough Guarded. 


PARIS, Nov. 28.—Official advices from 
Oran, Algeria, declare a portion of the Mo- 
roccan army invaded Algeria yesterday and 
fierce fighting with the French garrison at 
Bab-el-Rassa resulted. 

Under a galling fire the French force, which 
was inadequate to cope with the enemy, re- 
treated slowly after a long and determined 
struggle. They were finally reinforced by 

es that had been ordered up from 
Oudja and Nemours, and then began a vigor- 
ous assault upon the Arabs, who fell back to 
the Moroccan hills. 

The French less was eleven killed and fif- 
teen wounded. The Moors left eighty dead 
on the field. 


Tribesmen Renew the Attack. 

According to reports received from natives 
at Oran the tribesmen recrossed the fron- 
tler today, burned a large village, and en- 
gaged in a flerce hand to hand fight with 
the French, many of whom were killed and 
wounded. — 

News of the battle has awakened France 
to the fact that the vexing Moroccan prob- 
lem, far from being settled, has only as- 
sumed another perplexing phase. 

Although the trouble in western Morocco 
is now confined to native strifp between Abd- 
el-Aziz, the sultan of record, and Mulai 
Hafid, the sultan of the south, the powerful 
Benis Nassen tribe has suddenly broken out 
in the northeast, and even daringly invaded 
the French colony in Algeria, several thou- 
sand Moors having crossed the frontier. 


Strife in Parliament. 


Ex-Premier Ribot, leader of the opposition 
in the chamber of deputies, today questioned 
the government m the chamber relative to 
the situation on the frontier. 

Gen. Picquart, the minister of war, replied, 
saying that heavy reinforcements had been 
ordered to conduct a punitive expedition.

Globe Trotting Secretary Eats Thanks- 
giving Dinner on Russian Train 
Amid Toasts and Speeches. 


UFA, European Russia, Nov. 28.—On board 
the train bearing Secretary.Taft and his 
party to Moscow toasts were drunk today to 
President Roosevelt and Emperor Nicholas. 
In honor of Thanksgiving the Russian pas- 
sengers presented an elaborate cake to the 
AMGierican secretary of war.

Wife of Potter Says Attorney Has Been

East Palestine. O., Nov. 28.—[Special.]— 
The claim of Mrs, Mary Mansell, wife of a 
potter of this city, that she is the half-sister 
of Ellen Terry Carew, the actress, from 
whom she has been estranged for twenty- 
five years, caused surprise here. 

Mrs. Mansell’s husband, however, does not 
believe she is entitled to claim reiationship 
with Ellen Terry, and it was against his will 
that the Youngstown attorney, whose name 
the family will not divulge, was engaged to 


‘investigate the case. The potter has figured 


it out that there is no chance of the former 
Lydia Terry of Staffordshire being the Ellen 
Terry who was born in Coventry, Eng., Feb. 
27, 1848, and whose father, Benjamin Terry, 
was well known in theatricals then. 


Doubt Not Wholly Cleared. 


“I guess I am the lost half-sister of Ellen 
Terry in England,” said Mrs. Mansell. “I 
am not sure yet, but James. my son, seems 
sure of it, and he’s hired a lawyer to estsab- 
lish my identity. I understand Ellen is rich, 
but the lawyer told me not to talk. 

“The name of my sister was Lydia when 
we were both young in Staffordshire, Eng- 
land, many years ago, but I understood that 
when she took to the stage she changed it 
to Ellen. I want to look the thing up and be 
sure of my grougd. Goodness knows, I 
„don't want to get mixed up in this theater 
business. I never did like theater actresses 
or have anything to do with the theater, for 
I am a Christian. 

Our father was married twice, and I was 
the daughter of his second wife. Lydia, or 
Ellen, as she was later known, was a daugh- 
ter by his first wife. I can’t understand why 
a girl would want to cnange her first name, 
but I suppose on the stage they have to do 
such things. I left home early in life, and 
after I married Mr. Mansell we came to 
America. This was about thirty years ago. 
I didn’t give much thought to my elder half- 
sister until my son, in Youngstown, read in 
a book that Ellen Terry had made mention 
of a long lost half-sister. I want to know 
whether she is my former half-sister or not.“ 


Other Names Recalled. 

It was récalled to Mrs. Mansell that Ellen 
Terry in her recent autobiography referred 
to two of her sisters, Kate and Floss, and 
suggested that her memory might be re- 
freshed with these names. 

There was Katie, and Florence, 
and Marion—but I am not to do any talking 
about this at all on orders from my son and 
his attorney.” 

Do you recollect anything about George, 
Charles, and Frederick, brothers of Ellen 
Terry, and, of course, half brothers of your- 
self?“

our attorney, and until we hear from Mrs.

ae NEEDS CARED FOR. 


Even with Large Retirement, Supplies 
Will Be Plentiful. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 28.— [Special. 1 
The action of Secretary Cortelyou. in refus- 
ing to accept further subscriptions to the 
one year treasury certificates, has been re- 
ceived with favor by bankers and other 
financial experts. 

This action, they say, not only indicates 
that the government thinks the money crisis 
is passed, but shows the official's efforts to 
prevent the currency famine from turning 
into 4 glut, as was threatened had the full 
allotment of the emergency issue been made. 

The officials have not given out the amount 


ot the certificates allotted, but it is thought to 


have been about $35,000,000. Nearly the 
whole amount aliotted will be used to secure 
new issues of bank notes, to be retired with- 
in a year. This will prevent a permanent in- 
flation of the bank note circulation. 


Cash Gain $85,000,000. 

The effect of the new loans upon the future 
of the treasury resources and of the money 
market is already receiving attention. The 
amount nominally added to the cash in the 
treasury will be $85,000,000, of which 850. 
000,000 will represent the 2 per cent Panama 
bonds and $35,000,000 will represent the one 
year certificates. This amount would in- 
crease the present nominal balance to a lit- 
tle more than $825,000,000. The national 
banks, however, hold $234,939,589 of this 
amount, leaving an actual working balance 
of $6,463,628. 

The secretary has announced that 90 per 
cent of the payments for Panama bonds will 


be left in the custody of the national banks 


purchasing the bonds, and about 75 per cent 
of the payments for the one year certificates 
will be left with the banks, 

The effect of this will be to increase the 
amount in banks to $300,000,000 and the work- 
ing balance to about $22,000,000. 

Reduction Will Be Easy. 

Secretary Cortelyou plans to retire $30,000,- 
000 of the yearly certificates in the spring, 
thus bringing the deposits in the banks down 
to $277,500,000, and the cash balance to$15,- 
600,000. It seems probable, however, that 
money market conditions will be such that 
the secretary can call upon the banks for 
considerably more cash than comes to them 
in payment for the treasury certificates 
which are called and surrendered. 

It is thought it will be easy to reduce de- 
posits in the banks as soon as money mar- 
ket conditions permit. If the treasury can 
reduce them to $200,000,000 it will have at 
its command about $100,000,000 as a working 
balance from which deposits could be made 
from time to time if they were required. 

The net increase in circulation has been 
increased by $200,000,000 by the government's 
measures, and this, it is believed by bank- 
ers, will be redundant and unnecessary by 
spring. The policy of the treasury, there- 
fore, will involve the elimination of the bank 
note circulation and a considerable with- 
drawal of cash from the banks into the treas- 


ury. 
No Obstacle to Plan. 


The fact that the limit of $9,000,000 per 
month imposed upon the retirement of bank 
note circulation does not apply to notes based 
upon securities which habe been called for 
redemption removes any obstacle to the 
prompt retirement of excessive bank note 
issue by the payment of lawful money into 
the treasury as soon as the securities are 
called and paid. 

The estimates in regard to the treasury 
cash balance are based upon the assumption 
that receipts during the remainder of the 
fiscal year will equal expenditures, Last 
year the remaining part of the year to July 
1 showed a surplus of about $72,000,000, but 
this surplus promises to be pretty nearly 
wiped out by the increase of/expenditures 
and by the falling off of receipts as the re- 
sult of relaxation in business activity. 

The payments for Panama canal construc- 
tion go into ordinary expenditures under the 
head of public works, notwithstanding the 
funds for meeting them are obtained by 
special bond issues. 


Bryan Scores Gotham Bankers. 

New York, Nov. 28.—[Special.]—William J. 
Bryan was in this city for a couple of hours 
this morning. but did not see anv local politi- 
clans. Later he went to Dobbs Ferry, where 
he had his Thanksgiving day dinner as the 
guest of O. J. Smith. 

Mr. Bryan would not answer any inauiries 
bearing on political affairs, but was willing to 
say something about the financial situat‘on if 
the reporters would sit down and let him die- 
tate what he wished to say. This agreed on, 
he dictated as follows: 

“I hope the end of the panic is in sight. but 
I think the remedies proposed by the New 
York financiers begin at the wrong end. 
They propose two remedies—first, that the 
government shall give them money for noth- 
ing for them to loan out at high rates of In- 
terest; second, that they get larger control 
than they now have through the issue of 
asset currency. 

“They have not proposed anything to stop 
the looting of banks by the directors or pre- 
vent the banks from taking part in gambling 
and speculating enterprises. Even the sul- 
cides that follow in the wake of exposure do 
not touch their hearts. 

To refuse to pay the checks of depositors 
while selling currency at a premium may be 
good banking morals in New York, but it is 
not moral in the west. Instead of trying to 
put business on an honest basis they ask to 
have the government make business an 
asset on which they can realize large divi- 
dends regardless of the nation’s welfare. 


BANKS THINK CASH BASIS NEAR. 


Optimistic Feeling Apparent as Chicago 
Institutions Prepare for Opening 
After Thanksgiving.

The banks of Chicago will resume business 
after the Thanksgiving holiday this morning 
with the expectation that a resumption of 
cash payments is not far off. 

“ don’t think any one will know whe. the 
resumption takes place.” said Mr. Forgan

mal. We never have stopped paying cash, 
you know, and as conditions improve more 
and more cash Will be put into circulation.” 

Some prophets fixed Dec. 3 as the date for 
resumption, but this was said to depend on 
New York's decision.

—— FAILURE DUE 
TO BIG BANK’S LOAN REFUSAL 


Great International House, with Coffers 
Overloaded with Money, Gave Flat 
Fame and — Distrust. 


‘Mew: York, N 98 ]—The. re- 
fudal of a great house of international bank - 
ers to furnish $425,000 was the immediate 
cause of the failure of the immensely profit- 
able Westinghouse Electric and Manufactur- 
ing company éarly in the financial disturb- 
ance, which materially accentuated public 
distrust. 

The inside facts of the failure have been 
slow in coming out, because its officers did 
not wish to aggravate the financial dis- 
turbance by showing how a greatymanufac- 
turing company with its doors overcrowded 
with profitable orders could be driven to the 
wall by the single act of a firm of Wall street 
bankers. 

This firm, since 1908 and until the recent 
disturbance began, .enjoyed greater promi- 
nence.and a larger share of syndicate and 
other huge dealings in the street than J. P. 
Morgan & Co. Since the financial troubles 
began it has figured to a small extent in the 
work of rehabilitation undertaken by J. P. 
Morgan dnd other bankers. Its inactivity in 
this respect has occasioned much comment. 

The officers of the Westinghouse company 
always had relied upon this firm to attend to 
its financial needs, for which it was hand- 
somely paid. In the third week of October 
the Westinghouse company needed $425,000 
to meet immediate obligations. As it pre- 
viously had done on many occasions it sent 
o this banking house for the money. The re- 

uest was met with a flat refusal, politely 
couched. The head of the banking firm was 
told that if the money were not forthcoming 
the great corporation would have to go into 
the hands of i receiver. The head of this 
firm has an international reputation as a 
philanthropist, Hut he persisted in his refusal 
to advance the ner. 

Officers of the Westinghouse company since 
have been told that at that time the coffers of 
the bank were glutted with money.

ROBBERS THROW AWAY MONEY- 
‘IN LOOTING GOLDFIELD DEPOT. 


Thinking Papers Are Checks, They 
Tear Them Up—Large Amount of 
Spoils Taken. 


Goldfield. Nev., Nov. 28.—Nine marked rob- 
bers early today entered the freight depot of 
the Tonopah, Goldfield, and Bull Frog rail- 
road. overpowered the watthman, blew open 
the safe, and secured several thousand do.- 
lars. Several arrests have been made on sus- 
picion. 

After taking all the cash in sight the rob- 
bers tore up a lot of paper which they 
thought was checks, but which was in reality 
a large amount of money represented in scrip 
issued by the John S. Cook bank. The scrip 
was made payable to bearer” and is the 
money currency in Goldfield. 

Although denied by the local railway offi- 
cers, it is believed the robbers made a big 
haul from the railroad, as large amounts 
of money have been taken in in the last few 
days through the freight office, and as all 
the Goldfield banks are either closed or only 
paying out a limited amount of money, the 
agent was carrying quite a sum in the com- 
pany’s safe, supposediy well guarded. 

The freight depot is located far from any 
other buildings. The robbers first overpow- 
ered two watchmen in the freight yard and 
threw them into box cars. Then the oper- 
ator was overpow ered. 

Three of the robbers watched their prison- 
ers while the other six did the work at the 
depot. They dynamited the safe so neatly as 
to indicate that they were professionals. 
The robbers soon left, but their prisoners 
were not able to release themselves until 
three hours later, when the first alarm was 
given. S. W. Brooks, resident agent of the 
railroad, arrived upon the scene and began 
an investigation. 


FOREIGN LIFE INSURANCE

Several other companies admit that their 
home offices have advised them of the in- 
tention to leave, but say that they have not 
as yet received the final orders to pack up. 
The New York Life ana the New York Mu- 
tual are not expected to leave, and the 
Northwestern Mutual of this city cannot get 
out because it holds a Wisconsin charter.
